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ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The experience of the town in utilizing the 
public service of a number of its disinterested 
citizens as an Advisory Committee to its Board 
of Selectmen the past two years has been so 
beneficial that steps should be taken to per- 
petuate this committee. How best todo this 
is a matter for discussion. Dr. Knight advo- 
cates the election of such a committee ‘or 
council annually by the citizens. There are 
two objections to this plan: first, the cumber- 
someness of the necessary election machinery; 
second, the bringing of partisan politics into 
our Advisory Committee. The town bylaws 
committee recommends the appointment of 
such a committee by the Moderator of the an- 
nual town meeting. This method meets with 
the grave objection of too much power being 
placed in the hands of one man. 

Why should we change the present plan of 
letting the Selectmen choose their own Advis- 
ory Committee? Here are five men elected 
by a majority vote of the town, bound of ne- 
cessity to serve the town to the best of their 
several abilities, and desirous of so looking 
after the town’s interests as to merit the ap- 
proval of its citizens. They have been in- 
trusted with the town affairs. Then why ham- 
per them in the discharge of their duties? 
Why not intrust them with the selection of 
their own advisers? The present scheme has 
worked well for two successive years, and it 
would seem there will be ample time to intro- 
duce another when the present one fails of 
satisfactory results.

Hazelwood and Clarendon Hills 
J. A. Keefe, President. 


Monday evening, February 6th, was a gala 
night in the lite of the Hazelwood anu Claren- 
don Hills association, being the occasion ofits 
first annual banquet and ladies’ night, which 
proved a great and enthusiastic success in 
spite of the bad weather. Over a hundred 
covers were laid. 

President Keefe of the Hazelwood Associa- 
tion introduced as toastmaster Ex-President 
George Rausch. After the-dinner Selectman 
Jenney was introduced, and responded to the 
toast, ‘The Town of Hyde Park.’’ He proved 
equal to his theme, and pointed out many 
waysin which our town can be benefited by 
improvement associations. He made it clear 
that although we are now the second largest 
town in the commonwealth, larger in popu- 
lation than a number of cities in the state, 
in his opinion we can well afford to put off the 
day when we shall become a city, and forever 
posipone the time when we shall lose our 
identity as a ward of the city of Boston. He 
explained fully the financial condition of the 
town, and pronounced Hyde Park as being 
blessed with a smaller relative indebtedness 
and brighter future prospects than any other 
town in the state. Ourtax rate, he maintained, 
would be just what we chose to make it for 
years to come 

Rey. Mr. Dusseault very wittily responded 
to the toast, ‘‘The Ladies.’”’ After convulsing 
his auditors with laughter he presented, in 
a most eloquent manner, the claims of Ameri- 


can womanhood for all that is best in our 
home, social, political and national life. 

In the absence of J. G. McCarter, president 
of the East River Street Improvement Asso- 
ciation, L. P. Winchenbaugh was called upon 
to respond to the toast, ‘“‘The Improvement 
Associations of Our Town.” Aftera brief out- 
line history of the formation of the various 
organizations, he pointed out the good they 
were doing in making better citizens by inter- 
esting them io town affairs. Theco-operation 
of the other associations he besought in be- 
half of the work of the Fairmount Association 
in solving the grade crossings question, which 
means so much to that district. While depre- 
cating the delay, he maintained it was better 
to indefinitely postpone action than for the 
town to accept an unsatisfactory and inade- 
quate solution. Headvocated thatthe various 
assoCiations discuss and acquaint themselves 
with the different problems which would con- 
front the citizens in the near future witha 
view of obtaining well advised action on each 
as it came up in town meeting. 

Ff. O. Draper spoke interestingly on the 
school education of the child. He classed the 
school period of a child’s life as the period of 
infancy, pointing out the responsibility that 
rests upon the educator to properly direct 
child thought and instruction through that 
period. me asserted that he believed that the 
time was near at hand when a larger measure 
of manual or industrial training would be, and 
should be, introduced into our schools. In 
conclusion, he said: ‘The question is, are we 
properly fitting our boys for the positions 
they might fill in life, or are we fitting them 
for $5 a week clerkships, while importing 
from abroad skilled and technically trained 
young men to take positions of trust at sala- 
ries of $5,000 to $10,000 a year ?”’ 

The last speaker of the evening was Presi- 
deut Keefe of the Hazelwood Association, who 
recounted some of its labors and achievements 
during the past year, notably the substitution 
of a subway at the Hazelwood station for the 
overhead bridge that was contemplated. He 
was quite optimistic of the future, and if all 
is accomplished that he predicts the Hazel- 
wood and Clarendon Hills people will have 
just reason to be proud of the existence of 
such an organization. The Greenwood School 
Orchestra furnished the music and W. K. Howe 
provided the dinner.

CIVIC DUTY 


The very strenuousness of this American life 
of ours leads us to forget and neglect our — 
responsibilities as citizens. The busy day in 
the office or shop is followed by the social 
night, until we feel we have no time or energy 
left for public affairs, and very likely excuse 
ourselves. Howirrational thisis! The very — 
things we are striving for—business success, 
home comforts, social enjeyments—are more 
dependent on and more greatly affected by 
good government, by wise lawsrightly admin- 
istered, than by any amount of individual — 
effort on our own part. An unwise or harmful 
piece of legislation may upset or ruin our 
business or throw us out of employment. 
High taxes and unjust exactions may reduce 
our incomes. Wicked laws, or laws badly en- 
forced, may make social conditions unbear- 
able. There are communities in this country 
today where it is not safe for a woman to go 
twenty feet from her own doorway unaccom- 
panied, and where men are shot down at their 
own hearthstones. There are others where 
rowdyism and drunkenness prevail. What — 
makes these things possible? Therule of the 
lawless, irresponsibie element. The neglect 
of the law-abiding, law-loving citizen. Plac- 
ing it upon no higher yrounds than the first 
law of man, which is self preservation, we 
should all meet the responsibilities of good , 
citizenship by devoting some of our time and 
thought toward the government of our town, ;

HYDE PARK’S “‘NEST EGG”’ 


There is much concern manifested in certain 
quarters lest the burden of the delinquent 
taxpayer shall be increased through some 
arbitrary ruling of the Board of Selectmen in 
connection with their so-called ‘financial 
find.”’ 
the Town Fathers have discovered the sum of 
one hundred thousand dollars, more or less, 
which forsome years has been overlooked as 
a town asset. It is notin the province of the 


Selectmen, or any individual, to say for what | 


purpose this money shall be used. Thisisa 
matter that will properly come before the 
citizens. Their decision will befinal. If the 
present system of conducting our affairs is 
proper, no apprehension need be felt that it 
-wili be changed; if not proper, however, the 
sooner a change is made the better. 

Much confusion exists in the minds of many 
asto how this money has been accumulated. 
Thisis simple enough. Itis made up largely 

of unexpended and unappropriated balances 
_ and interest money which has been collected 
from the taxpayers for yearspast. For the 
reason that these balances and interest money 


have been paid out instead of collecting up | 


the taxes or raising loans on them, as voted 
annually by the town, they now appear only 
in the form of uncollected taxes. For ex- 
-ample, the town votes to authorize its Treas- 
urer to borrow $100,000 in anticipation of the 
tax levy and uncollected taxes. Having an 
accumulation of unappropriated balances and 
intérest money at hand, amounting to say 
$10,000, he uses this and borrows only $90,000. 
Thus, it is clearly evident, the $10,000 which 
previously appeared as unexpended balances 


| taxes run. 


The simple truth of the matter is that | 


is now transferred to the uncollected tax fund. 
Furthermore, there is no loan upon it. 

Many of our townspeople do not grasp this 
phase of the question. They invariably ask, 
Where is this money? thinking that it should 
be in the town treasury. Itisin a better and 
safer place; it isin the hands of our citizens, 
who, for one reason or another, prefer to pay 
5 or 6 percent interest for its use, letting their 
No burden is put upon the town in 


thus accommodating its citizens. It loans at 


| 5 or 6 pergent, and borrows at 4 percent, or 


less. This policy places the citizen in the same 
relation to the town that the holds to the state 
in the payment of its sewer and other assess- 
ments. The only criticism heard in regard to 
past conduct of our affairs is that this surplus 
has not been drawn on when we were sorely 
pressed for funds. Instead of putting the tax 
rate up to $20 two years ago, thus doing the 
town inealeulable injury by having its busi- 
ness methods exposed to ridicule, why did not 
the town officials borrow on the unpaid taxes, 
as well as those to be levied, a sum sufficient 
to obviate this high rate of taxation? The 
knowledge that the town has outstanding 
debts that it can call in or borrow on will in 
itself be a safeguard against a repetition of 
that blunder. 

Whether the amount taken from the surplus 
goes, as has been suggested, to pay the yearly 
maturing debt orto pay the highway or school 
account, it matters not. In either case the tax 
rate will be lowered—and that is what the 
pf ople want. 

The real danger which confronts the tax- 
payers in connection with the discovery of 
this “nest egg’’ is thatitmay make our citizens 
extravagant in their expenditures and appro- 
priations. Members of this organization gen- 
erally should endeavor to discourage any 
such tendency. The proper thing to do is to 
use this money as needed to maintain the tax 
rate at the lowest level. If this course is pur- 
sued all will derive benefit.

This is 
the third year in our history, and if our mem- 
bership has not increased, neither has the 
interest. of our members diminished. If our 
numbers are not great our enthusiasm is, and 
that is better yet. In a word, we are alive.

The westerly half of the Park has 
been ploughed, in readiness for seeding down 
in the Spring. The shrubbery beds have been 
well taken care of and are in good condition. 

2d. Our influence counted in securing a 
shelter over the Wrentham Branch platform 
at the Readville station. 

3d. Weseem to have solved the waste-paper 
nuisance. Our streets are kept clean at a 
small expense by a boy who faithfully picks 
up and earries away,in a hand-cart provided 
by the Association, all waste paper. 

4th. At our request a first-class granite 
crossing has been laid by the Selectmen across 
Milton street, in Wolcott square. 

5th. The annoyance of tramps in freight 
cars in our village has been ended.
